Bro. Parker in his speech con¬ 
gratulated the Vulcan Oddfel¬ 
lows on the beautiful hall which 
they had erected, and said that 
it was significant of the spirit of 
Oddfellowship which existed in 
the Lodge in Vulcan. 

Bro. Tisdale, who spoke at 
greater length, remarked that 
th‘e opening of the hall made a 
great day for Vulcan and vicinity. 
The Vulcan Lodge had rightly 
celebrated the 98th anniversary 
of Oddfellowship on the Ameri¬ 
can continent by dedicating tj>eir 
hall to the Order.

NO NEED OF WORRY 

• The farmers of Southern Al¬ 
berta have no need of worry 
over the lateness of the ' season 
this year, for weather records 
show during the past 12 or 15 
years that the latest spring sea¬ 
sons have generally produced the 
best crop'years. C. B. Bowman 
who keeps weather records, has 
handed the Lethbridge Herald a 
summary of the weather condi¬ 
tions in April for ten years from 
1902 to 1912, inclusive. In 1909 
a good crop year, the average 
minimum temperature in April 
yvas 23.1 and in 1911 another 
good crop year the average min¬ 
imum was 28.7. The following 
is the table compiled by Mr. 
Bowman, giving the years in 
order form 1902 to 1912inclusive:

TRY TO ABANDON C 
FARM_ LABOUR 

Propaganda Dropped Because 

of Possibilities of Aiding 
Men to Avoid Service 

In a memorandum from W. D. 

Scott to Hon. W. J. Roche, min¬ 
ister of the interior, tabled in 
parliament in connection with a 
request by E. M. MacDonald for 
information respecting the im¬ 
portation of farm laborers into 
Western Canada from the United 
States, Mr. Scott states that after 
the United States entered the 
war all reference to military ser¬ 
vice was dropped from depart¬ 
mental advertising in United 
States newspapers. This was 
done because of the possibility 
of such advertising inducing Un¬ 
ited States citizens to come to . 
Canada to avoid military service. 

Previously the. assurance was 
given to Americans coming into 
Western Canada that they would 
^rot be liable to military service. 

M r. Scott states that as a mat¬ 
ter of fact the propaganda to se¬ 
cure farm laborers from the Un¬ 
ited States for the three prairie 
provinces has now been dropped 
entirely. The Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan governments,he says, 
have already secured sufficient 
help, and the requirements of 
Manitoba also seem to be fairly 
well filled.

A year ago I issued the first U. 
F.A. Sunday circular. 

While we have just made a be¬ 
ginning, I feel we have reason to 
hope that much good will come 
frem this day. 

The realization that something 
is fundamentally wrong with our 
social institutions is growing 
stronger every day. People are 
searching diligently for a philos¬ 
opher who will guide them in the 


solution of the problems confront¬ 
ing them. They are saying, “Lo! 
here is the great leader”,or ‘‘Lo! 
there he is”. Carl Marx has a 
host of followers; Henry George 
perhaps has mlpre. Jesus has 
great multitudes bliej lowers who 
believe in him as the true teacher 
of individualism, but those whc 
believe he is all sufficient to solve 
all the great problems of a con¬ 
fused and perplexed civilization 
are few; fortunately this number 
is growing larger daily. 

These problems can never be 
solved by individualism alone. 
Their solution must be forced by 
the co-operative strength of 
mobilization. 

I am more firmly convinced 
than ever that the church will 
have to take broader responsibil-

The Horse’s Education 


Special Training is Advisable For 
Farm Horses 

It is not too much to say that the 
majority of farmers pay little or no 
attention to the education of the 
horses which they breed. The young 
animal is given scant attention until 
the age of two and a half or three 
years, at which time he • is usually 
placed in harness. When, lie learns 
to behave himself, to go forward and 
to stop »^t certain signals, lie is con¬ 
sidered as lfaving graduated, and so 
is said to be properly trained. Some 
lio^cs being gifted with more intel¬ 
ligence than their masters, manage 
to pick up an education just as some 
men do. And it is these horses that 
know something besides going for¬ 
ward, or backward and obeying the 
pull on the mouth, that g.ct the big¬ 
gest share of the farm work. These 
arc the ones which the farm hands 
prefer to use, and the ones most pro¬ 
fitable to Work. This tor the reason 
that they need not be totally regard¬ 
ed as machines, but rather may be 
depended upon themselves to exer¬ 
cise a certain amount of intelligence 
in the work they arc doing. I know 
sections where prospective fanner 
buyers will hardly look at a horse 
not trained to voice control for farm 
purposes! And why not? Cow pon¬ 
ies, cavalry horses, etc-, were taught 
to obey a—Word or a touch of knee 
or even a “Swing of the rider’s body. 
This is an age of special training in 
men and wonten, and why not of rea¬ 
sonable training of farm horsey? Yet

A CURE FOR BAD POLITICS 

ITthe new Noo-Partizan League never ac¬ 
complishes another thing it has to its credit the 
inspiring of innumerable letters tb the daily press 
letters which are fraught, for the most part, 
with the purpose of discovering just what the 
League is going to accomplish. Those who are 
not of the Non^Partizan kidney are at pains to 
show that no League can be Non-Partizan for 
me simple reason that as soon as men form them- 
vaelves into a group they must do so for some 
( aim or purpose, and that in itself forms a party 
and constitutes a nucleus from which some de¬ 
finite policy must proceed. On the other hand, 
the Non-Partizan League have as their main 
purpose'the forming of a group which will be 
non-partizan in complexion and which will stand 
for purity in political life. They aim to oust.the 
existing corruption of government and put in its 
place a newer and better spirit working solely 
for the greatest good for the greatest number 
irrespective of personal gain or profit. 

The project of the Non-Partizan League is 
an interesting one and worthy of some thought, 
but it is not devoid of points for criticism. With¬ 
out bringing the good legislation of other gov¬ 
ernments along as a comparative standard and 
questioning whether any other body of legisla¬ 
tors can do better or as well, it is worth asking 
whether the aim of the League is capable of 
bringing about the change its sponsors claim it 
can. 

The formation of a new party takes one 
thing for granted; that all existing parties here¬ 
tofore have been corrupt, and it is time we had 
a new one, one free from guile and temptation, 
capable of doing its work unalloyed by the spoils 
of office. The argument, in other words, is that 
the conscience of the party will control the con¬ 
science of the voters. Briefly, that is putting 
the cart before the horse. No body of men, 
forming themselves into a group, can expect to 
change the conscience oL-the voter. Parties are 
not responsible for thefmanner in which their 
affairs are managed. ( Reform, if it comes from 
anywhere, must come tyom the people through 
an awakened sense of cmc^provincial and na¬ 
tional pride. The longer they reipain careless 
to the manner in which their affairs are man¬ 
aged, just so long will we have bad government 
and corruptioru-l lt matters not what name we 
give to a^jtfrty, if the intelligent poorer is not 
behind it there can be little good come out of ity 
any more than we can expect electric light with¬ 
out a dynamo. In the last analysis our political 
life is just as good or as bad as the people, by 
their interest in it, shall determine, 1 and until 
we have awakened to a full sense of >ur nation¬ 
al responsibility in these matters, neither parti- 
zan or non-partizan league will reform us. The 
light must come from within. 


CANADA'S RELATION TO EUROPE 

One can hardly read a"-newspaper these 
days without coming across an article dealing 
with the food shortage in Europe. The blockade 
is reducing Germany and her allies to various 
expedients for trying to ration their military and 
civil populations; Austria is in dire need of food 
and Turkey is practically op the verge of starva¬ 
tion. In the rest of Europe the greatest enonom- 
ic precautions are to be put into practice and 
the news reports state that by the first of June 
all European nations, with the exception of 
Great Britain, will have adopted compulsory 
food rationing. In Great Britain food rationing 
will commence a little later. The steady toll 
taken by the German submarines is giving rise 
to a problem really acute, one which will prob¬ 


ably go far towards deciding the issue of the war. 

Against this European situation we in Can¬ 
ada are in a land of plenty. Prices have advanc¬ 
ed to a large degree and living is dearer, but we 
are without many of the burdensome restrictions 
and away from the direct menace of actual war¬ 
fare. 

Let us accept our position bright. Tf we 
are as favoured as we know ourselves to be 
there'devolves upon us a duty in our relation to 
the rest of the world, and that duty is to con¬ 
serve to the our every available resource against 
the time when we shall be called upon to assist 
our less favoured brethren. If it is the lot of 
the greater part of Europe to be ravaged by war 
for our sakes, then it should be our lot to do all 
possible in economically helping Europe to our 
bounty. The United States is already tackling 
this very problem and Canada tackled it long 
ago. But despite these warnings we are too 
prone to be forgetful of our obligations. Our 
failure to recognise the war as our own has led 
to a continuance of waste in many branches of 
our lives which does not speak too well for the 
future: Ere the war is ended it may be possible 
that we ourselves be made familiar with govern¬ 
ment restrictions regarding our daily lives. 
Even today there are many things of ‘which the 
war has deprived us, and again there are other 
things rendered so expensive as to be out of the 
reach of many. With these clear signs it is not 
difficult to see us being called upon to give up a 
portion of our daily necessities for the sake of 
others. The call for greater production is no 
idle government fad, it is recognition of the fact 
that if we do not respond to the best of our ab¬ 
ility we are falling far short of our duty. The 
cultivation'of a vacant lot in Vulcan means more 
food in Europe. That is the light in which we 
must see the situation today. Every one of us, 
whether we live in the country or the town, is 
called upon to exert himself in some definite 
economic way on behalf of the rest of the world.

NOTES 

The continued cold weather and snow falls 
which we are having at present are causing 
some people no little concern as to when seeding 
will be completed. Although the season is more 
backward than usual there is no cause for alarm 
The condition of the land is ideal, being well 
stocked with moisture, which means that grain 
will grow better when the warm days do come. 
From reports of other farming districts one is 
led to believe that the southern part of Alberta] 
js ahead of most, places. In parts of Saskatche¬ 
wan seeding cannot commence for at least an- 
other week owing to the condition of the land, 
and in Illinois and other states south of the line 
seeding is more backward than it is here. There 
is no cause for anxiety. 


Great Britain was practically the last of the 
European nations to seriously develope the aer¬ 
oplane service, but when the war broke out &he 
tackled the problem with a thoroughness which 
has today rewarded her with the finest air fleet 
of any of the countries at war. As to how she 
has advanced since then is realized when it is 
known that the average speed of an aeroplane 
has advanced from 60 miles to 90 miles per hour, 
high speed from 80 miles to 120 miles per hour; 
from 8,000 feet it can now soar to a height of 
of 20,000freet, and can fl^ a distance of 400 
miles as against 120 in 1914. The carrying ca¬ 
pacity is now 1,600 pounds of bombs as against 
120 pounds when the war started. 


Another shipment of the Red Cross neces¬ 
sities has been sent to headquarters. This re¬ 
presents work done for the soldiers. The local 
committee is anxious to have more helpers. The 
need is pressing, and the ladies willing to help 
will be cordially welcomed any Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon at the Oddfellows hall.

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proav may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable housAqgu required 
except when residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
|3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence m each 
of three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 60 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
13.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain q£ii- 
ditions. \

Tallest Building in the World to Be

l’lans for what is expected to be 
the tallest building in the worid—57 
Stories—--to cost $15,000,000, and cap¬ 
able of accommodating 10,000 people, 
have just been completed [>y a D<- 
tioit architect. Options have been ob¬ 
tained on a $5,000,000 site, bounded 
by Michigan and Cass avenues, La¬ 
fayette boulevard and Abbot'streets, 
and tentative tenders have been eal-i 
ltd for. 

The bhijding *s planned., will be a 
city in itself, with a post office, police 
station, arena seating !6,0(R) people', 
a quarter-mile track, and an audi¬ 
torium with 30,0(X) capacity. 

The plans call for a 27-storv hotel 
and 57 stories of offices, running up 
into a lower SOS feet high, as eonir 
pared with the 789 feet of the Wool- 
worth building, New York. Two air¬ 
plane landings 50 feet wide by 620 
feet long will hi* located on the roof. 
According to the plans there will be 
4,312 rooms. The foundations will be 
carried to. bed rock. In tin basement 
will be located 504 display rooms. 
There will |*c sev'eh banquet halls, 
two small convention halls, one 
sefitw-sclf, one dining room, two hall 
rooms, and a hospital orrYtic. second 
floor of the building.
